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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
fails to disclose, in combination with all the base limitations, providing a torque 
computation unit of a vehicle generator, which uses a field current, output current 
and rotation speed for calculating a torque and further using a voltage applied to 
the field coil and an on-off ratio of the field current switch, and further using a 
solenoid around the armature winding and detecting the output current value from 
the voltage applied to the solenoid and using a C-shaped magnetic core slit and 
magnetic sensor being inserted into the slit and the torque calculation means 
calculates the inertial torque of the generator from the acceleration velocity and 
moment of inertia of the rotor. Moreover, the prior art fails to disclose the torque 
calculation formula disclosed in claim 11, which uses mutual inductance between a 
field coil, armature winding and self inductance of the armature
